crowded streets in Chinatown suddenly 
cleared becatuse of a photographer who 
had placed his camera at one end of the 
street to take n, view. This fear of evil 
consequences I found to be so strong 
that oven tho poorest would not be 
tempted by the offer of money. Conse- 
quently I had about given np, when I 
fortunately found the one exception in 
my experience in Chinatown. Thiswaa 
a poor woman with four little children 
and a sick husband to support. She 
was in great need, and my Chinese serv- 
ant, after much difficulty, persuaded 
her for a large payment to let me paint 
her little girl named Ah Yung.—Theo- 
dore Wores in St. Nicholas.

He was found dead in his bed 
at his room in the Arlington Houeo 
about 13 A M.. and had apparently been 
dead several hours. 


John M. Giles, the colored porter of 


the hotel, testified at tho Coroner's in- 
quest this afternoon that" he was in- 
'ormed by a chambermaid that the 
door of Mr. Pendergaat's room re- 
mained locked and he might be sick. 
He went to see about it, and not ob- 
iaining any response to rapping, he got 
up on a chair and looked over the 
ransom and saw 
Pendergaet lying 


dead on the bed. He at onoe reported 
,o the office and directly leturned with 
W. H. Doane, the hotel clerk, and E. 
B. Rail. 
They obtained admission by 


way of the front porch and windows 
and found deceased perfectly cold and 
rigid in death. 


He lay straightened out with his 


head inclined to one aide, hands across 
bis hips, lying in his night shirt in an 
easy and natural position, covered to 
the neck by a sheet, and all appear- 
ances indicated that he had passed 
away quietly without struggle or pain. 
His regular day suit was hung up in 
the wardrobe and his underclothes lay 
upon the floor. His gold watch was 
placed under his pillow as usual, and 
he had evidently gone into his eternal 
sleep soon after retiring for the night, 
which was between 9 and 10 o'clock, as 
no noise waa heard from him after that 
time by the neighboring roomers. 
He 


ate a hearty dinner about 5 o'clock, 
and during the evening he conversed 
aud joked in a pleasant mood with his 
friends generally. 


About two weeks ago he experienced 


an attack of faintness and exhaustion 
(resembling apoplexy, which Dr. Lee 
pronounced to be valvular disease of 
the heart, and was confined to his room 
for two or three days, since which time 
he has continued in a depressed con- 
dition of health, showing more so the 
last two days, death being the result 
of the stated condition of the heart, ac- 
cording to Dr. Lee. 


Deceased was about 65 years of age 


and a native of Maryland, born near

A Chapter on the Sentiment ef Mother- 


hood In the Plant. 


In his investigations of the psychology 


of the nnoonsoicno, Dr. David Allyn 
Gorton of Brooklyn notes the sentiment 
of motherhood in the plant, though it 
is lees strongly marked than ir animals. 
Many flowering species, he observes, 
take special core of the seed in budding 
time, In protecting it against rain and 
frost, by wrapping their petals around 
it or inclosing it by the lips ef their" 
corollas. This precaution is taken by 
uuuay plants at night to protect the 
young and tender bnd from the dew. 


The hnpn'tiens noli-me-tangere hides 


even its flowers nuder its leaves by 
high-;. Many plants inclose their yonng 
iu liorny cases, and these again in thorny 
bum to .preserve them against rapacions 
birds uml insects, and to assttro vheir 
ecr.iias to maturity. Most ingenious of 
«!1 are some of the tiqnatic plants to se- 
c.arp ihe sianie end. Take, for example, 
tlio alga Hpacic's, the water lily,, the 
cnnvfeot, .the water unt, etc., .which 
H«.'.fl their Bowers to the surface of the 
wntor for fertilization, and when it is 
acciii:iplishe<l draw them to the bottom 
as=iu..- 


Tbis student of psychology in the 


plant \rorld disoovers equal significance 
in certain phenomena among many dif- 
ferent species in respect to light, notio- 
in{; \vith other illnstrations the behavior 
of tho sunflowei-, ' 'which will almost 
break its neck in its eagerness for the 
snuBhine," and the common grapevine, 
which will invariably twins toward the 
light. 


Wonderful again is the unfailing cer- 


tainty with which plants select their 
food. They choose only that which is 
good for them, even when environed by 
poisonous substances in solution. Their 
instinct of tho whereabouts of water is 
aliening. ' 'In one of my excursions to 
tho country one dry season," says Dr. 
Gorton, "I observed a certain elm 
which, in search for water, had sent 
numberless rootlets several rods away to 
a ditch whcro there was running water. 
When I saw that it had not sent rootlets 
in any other direction for this pnrpoee, 
I could not but wonder how that tree, 
consisting to the outward sight of cellu- 
lose-, imp and clilorophyl only, without 
n rudiment of nerve cell or nervo snb 
stance to hang an instinct or to affix a 
reflex impulse upon, knew the existence 
p.ud directiou of a stream of water."

"Tim treaty making power IN given 


to the prend«nt, in connection with the 
•enate, hy the constitution," writes 
General Harrison in his "This Country 
of Ours" article in Ladies' Home Jour- 
naL ' 'The initiative—the negotiations 
with foreign governments leading up to 
an agreement, and the framing of the 
articles of the treaty—is with the exec 
ntive. The senate .has no part in the 
matter until the president communi- 
cates the treaty to it and asks its con- 
currence. It may then, however, either 
concur or reject, or concur with amend- 
ments. When the executive has agreed 
with any foreign power upon a treaty, 
and it has been duly signed by the plen- 
ipotentiaries for their respective govern- 
ments, it is sent to the senate for its 
concurrence, and is considered therein 
secret session. Whatever may be said 
as to the wisdom or necessity of secret 
sessions for other purposes, it is mani- 
festly necessary that the terms of treat- 
ies and the discussion of them should 
in many eases be kept in the confidence 
of those charged with concluding them 
until they are concluded; 


"Though all the attempts in the con- 


stitutional convention to give the house 
of representatives a part in the making 
of treaties failed, it is still .true that 
many important treaty stipulations de- 
pend for their execution upon the action 
of the house. If a treaty stipulates for 
the payment of money by the United 
States, the money cannot be taken from 
the treasury without an appropriation. 
It may he said that as a treaty is a part 
of the 'supreme law of the land,' it is 
the duty of congress to appropriate the 
money necessary to carry it into effect, 
and that in the making of the appropri- 
ation the house has no right to consider 
the question of the value or propriety 
of the treaty. But, all the same, if the 
appropriation is uot made the treaty 
fails. 
Usually appropriations to carry 


out a treaty have been given freely by 
the honse, but there is power to with- 
hold them, and so to defeat the treaty, 
As to treaties involving our revenue 
laws, the house—having by the consti- 
tution the sole power to originate rev- 
enue bills—has claimed the right to aot 
upon a consideration of the wisdom or 
unwisdom of the treaty."

.above the nose.

So the best way to do when a lad shows 
the symptoms is to put him into the 
hands of a good hunter and have him 
taught what to do and what not to do, 
especially what not to do, and if a good 
gun, built by a trustworthy manufac- 
turer, is given to the would be hunter, 
there is no danger whatever.
